Sometimes the great Bodies corporate, as the Bank of 

England, the Eaft India or South/ea Companies, farnithed 

the Money required for che Exigencies of the Government; 

and fometimes the Bulk of the People furnifhed it, by way 

of Lottery. 

All thefe Debts together, as given in by Ecxhequer Cer- 

tificate, amounted to Forty-fix Millions, Six Hundred and 

Thirteen Thoufand, One Hundred Pounds; bat, by Addi- 

tions-afterwards made for Deb:s faid to be contracted before 

that Time, tho’ adjufted and allowed afterwards, the whole 

was advanced to Fifty-one Millions, Sixty-eight Thoufand, 

One Hundred and Three Pounds. This is the true National 

Debt before December 25,1716 ; for the gradual Difcharge 
of which the Sinking Fund was invented and inftitated. 

It will appear, trom what I have already faid, that the 
National Debts muft be divided into two Claffes, Redeem- 
able and Irredeemable*. Under the firft Denomination 
were included all fuch Sums as have, at feveral Times, 
been borrowed by the Government, attended with Intereft, 
payable out of the Produce of particular Taxes, or Duties, 
appropriated for that Purpoie, unti! fuch principal Sums fo 
borrowed be redeemed, or paid off, by Parliament. 

The Irredeemable Debts were thofe Annuities which 
the Government bad, at several Times, granted to fundry 
Perfons, to be paid them out of Duties fet apart for that 
Purpofe, for fach Vimes and Terms of Years as were agreed 
on, and particalariy exprefled in the Securities given to 
fuch Anniuitants ; in Confideration of which, the Govern- 
ment received feveral Sums of Money, as their Purchafe, in 
Proportion to the Rates and Terms of Years fo ftipulated ; 
at the Expiration of which, all Payments ceafe, and the 
Govyernment’s Securities become void. 

Now, as there were no principal Sums to be paid off, 
the Legiflature could not, without the Confent of the An- 
nuitants, alter the Quality of their Debts. But, as Intereft 
was very much leffened fince thofe Annuities were granted, 
the Government in Proportion paid fo much more than they 
were worth for the Pufchafe Sums firft advanced, and the 
Public was confequently fo much a Lofer. It was thought 
proper therefore, in order to relieve the Public; and at the 
fame Time do no Injury to thefe Creditors, to let the latter 
fee their Advantage in altering the Quality of their Debts, 
or accepting of their Redemptiont. : 

Tt was urged by the Miniftry, that it was very juft and 
reafonable, that the Public _fhould have the fame Liberty 
that every private Man has, to pay off his Debts when he 
is able, or to reduce the high Intereft which Neceflity had 
fubje€ted him to, as foon as he cold borrow the Money 
elfewhere’ at more reafonable Rate ; anlefs his Creditors 
would confent to accept of the common Rate of Intereft, 
upon good Security. ‘ 

Though it might have been unjoft therefore to compel 
the long Annuitants, without any Alternative, to accept 
of lower Annuities than they had firft contracted for ; if, 
at the fame Time that the Intereft of the other public Debts 
was lowered, in Proportion to their Annuities, Means could 
be found for paying fuch of them of as chofe rather to have 
their Money than continue public Creditors upon this Con-

dition, the Matter would be entirely juft and equitable 
Now this was done by means of the Bank and the South/ea 
Company, who not only confented to be lowered from 6 
to § per Cent. for the Benefit of continuing the public Cre- 
ditors ; but alfo, to advance between them Four Millions 
and a Half upon the fame Intereft, to pay off fuch of the 
faid long Apnuitants, as did not chufe to continue their 
Credit. 

The Three great National Funds, at the Time Iam 
fpeaking of, the 3d of the late King George, were, the 
Aggregate Fund, the South/ea Fund, and the General 
Fund. I mult a little explain each of thefe, and then 
thew how the Sinking Fund was to arife out of them all, 
for difcharging of the National Debts. 

The Aggregate Fund was eftablithed in the 1ft of the 
late King, by an Aé for enlarging the Fund of the Go. 
vernor and Company of the Bank of England; and again 
by the other Bank. A@ abovementioned. The following 
Duties were brought under the Head of this Fund. 

The Duty on Houfes; Two Thirds Subfidy on Tonage 
and Poundage ; Duties on Coffee, Tea, Chocolote, Spices, 
and Pi€tures, Drugs, and white Callicoes ; One Half of 
another Subfidy of Tonage and Poundage ; Surplus of the 
other Half Subfidy of Tonage and Poundage, over and 
above 80,000 /. per Ann. Annuity ; One Half Subfidy on 
Wine and Merchandize ; additional Duties on French Wines, 
Goods and Merchandize ; Plantation Duties; Duty on 
Hops; Surplus of Revenues in Annuity A&s, in the 4th, 
5th and 6th of Queen Anne ; Surplus of Five Sevenths Ex- 
cife, over and above paying 100,000/. per dum. for the 
original Capital of the Bank ; Surplus of Two Sevenths 
Excife, above what is fufficient to fatisfy Annuities upon 
Lives ; Surplus of the Civil Lift Revenues, during his late 
Majefty’s Life; all public Monies not appropriated, froth 
Michaelmas 4715,
